Bass S c McCray , where his 
injuries were attended to immediately 
It was so me tim e btfo re his identity 
was kno wn, and the fam ily no tified 
in this city . 
On receiving wo rd o f

M o rristo wn, his 
bro ther, Ralph Pay ne, 
n 
.m qunied 
by Dr. J. O. Sexto n, hurried to that 
place. 
Altho ugh he is resting easy to day , 
no attem pt will be made to remo ve 
him to his ho me in this city fo r at 
least several day s.

will be o f interest to tho se who aspire 
to teaching and to many o ld teachers 
in Hush co unt}'. 
He sa\a in part: 
“ The 
law 
fixing 
the 
m inim um 
scho larship and pro fessio nal training 
fo r tho se who enter the calling o f 
teaching after August 1st, 19 08, gives 
Indiana a new standard. 
It simply 
means that after that date every o ne 
who beco mes a teacher in this State 
must have scho larship cquivo lent to 
that o f high scho o ls !©co gnized by the 
Stare Bo ard o f Educatio n, and in a d­ 
ditio n must have given at least twelve 
weeks to a study o f pedago gy . 
This 
is the first tim e in the histo ry o f 
educatio n in Indiana that an ednca- 
io nal qualificatio n has been required. 
Under the o ld laws any bo y ho lding 
a diplo ma fro m the co mmo n scho o l 
branches who co nld get a s ir mo nths 
license and secure a po sitio n co nld 
try to teach scho o l. 
Bnt the o ld and 
o ft-repeated fallacy that just any bo dy 
can teach scho o l has finally been r e ­ 
pudiated. 
These m inim um qualifica­ 
tio ns will add a certain dignity to the 
calling and will go a lo ng way to w ard 
elim inating stragglers and inco m pe­ 
tents 
This in itself w ill attra c t a 
better class o f men and wo men to 
the ranks o f teaching.

“ The recent articles in the Mo rning 
S tar relative to Gen Hacklem an have 
given me much pleasure as they indi­ 
cate a gro w ing dispo sitio n in the peo ­ 
ple o f Indiana to remember o ne o f 
her no blest so ns who in 
his prim e 
gave his life to preserve the 
Unio n. 
Fo r nearly nine y ears J was a m em ­ 
ber o f his ho me and asso ciated with 
him in the publicatio n o f the Rush- 
ville Republican and during th at time 
’earned to kno w and esteem him a» 
o ne o f the ablest and best m* n I ever 
knew 
In bravery and unselfish devo ­ 
tio n to his co untry his death equaled 
that o f Leo nidas at Thermo py lae, y et 
until recently his memo ry seemed fast 
fading fro m the m inds o f his co untry ­ 
men. 
He was tall, well made and o f 
impressive and pleasing appearance. 
His hair was black and his ey es dark 
bro wn, and his features indicated a 
kind dispo sitio n and a bright intel­ 
lect. 
He was a man o f the Linco ln 
ty pe anxio as fo r the welfare o f his 
co untry and elevatio n o f the co mmo n 
peo ple. 
“ He was chairm an o f the mass co n­ 
ventio n at Indianapo lis which no m in­ 
ated the State o fficers elected in the 
fall o f I860, and was by the same c o n­ 
ventio n appo inted 
delegate fo r the 
State at large to the natio nal Repnbli 
can 
co nventio n, 
held 
at Chicago , 
which 
no m inated Abraham Linco ln 
fo r president, and labo red actively to 
pro cure said no m ina tio n; aud when 
made, he labo red fo r its success w ith 
all his wo nted zeal, earnestness aud 
ability during the who le canvass o f 
1860. 
“ He was a pro m inent aud 
zealo us 
Odd Fello w and In July . 1851, by trie 
unanim o us vo te o f the G rand Lo dge o f 
Indiana, he was elected a representa­ 
tive in the G rand Lo dge o f the U nited 
States, aud he served iu this mo st 
distinguished po sitio n six y ears. 
“ He was an able o rato r and a ready 
writer. 
His m anuscript rarely co n­ 
tained an erasure o r an interlineatio n, 
and 
his 
spelling 
and pum fuatio n 
were generally 
perfect, 
and ‘co py ' 
fro m him was as legible as print. 
“ It was ho ped by his family , friends 
and tho usands, o f the o ld so ldiers o f 
the State that the Army po et at Indi* j 
auapo lis wo uld have given his nauie, 
but that ho no r was besto wed o n Gen. 
Harriso n, who did no t 
need it t 
assure him a place in histo ry . 
I have 
a letter fro m Gen. Hack Io nian'«> o ld- j 
est daughter, no w dead, expressing iu j 
stro ng terms 
her 
indignatio n 
a nd! 
hum iliatio n because o f the refusal to I 
give the po st her fath er's name as a 
reco m puse fo r his great sacrifice 
Iu the battle o f C o rinth, Octo ber 3, ! 
1862. he was mo rtally wo unded while J 
riding alo ng his lines and rally ing 
his 
tro o ps. 
His 
so n-in-law, 
Maj. j 
M ills, was also killed in the the same 
battle and th eir bo dies were m et iu 
Indianapo lis by their wives, who a c ­ 
co mpanied them to Rushville. 
J. K S. Co x, a private ^o f Oo . D. 
16th Ind. Vo te., who was fo r twelve 
mo nths under 
his co mmand, when 
learning o f his death, wro te as fo l­ 
lo ws : 
“ Let o thers speak o f him as the 
law y er and statesman. 
Ho w well he 
acquitted himself in civil life is fo r 
them to say , but when leaving ail to 
do battle fo r his co untry , tie did so 
bear himself as a so ldier, that while 
almo st ado red as a co mmander, 
he 
was venerated as a k father by every 
man id the 16th Indiana. 
A hero o f 
the o ld Ro man stamp, to o seldo m seen 
amo ng pnbiic men. 
We endured no 
hardship he did no t share; and no 
regim ent ever lo ved their co lo nel mere 
devo tedly than the Sixteenth did P. 
A. Hackleman.

o ne to pick up any o ne who wo uld un­ 
dertake such a wild investment, the 
co mpany has carried abo ut #20,000 o ut

This came fro m men who 
co uld no t affo rd to lo se it and fro m 
men who will need ev*-ry cent they 
m ake; in so me instances the mo ney 
which they invested was given w ith ­ 
o ut the kno wledge o f the wife at the 
great distress o f the family merchant. 
The po licy o f the co mpany is to get 
all the funds po ssible and w ith them 
play the races. 
They have men at

To o n« - who wo uld be th*- least sus 
picio us o f thier metho ds their way 
o f do ing business will b* 
explained; 
they are alway s ready to enlighten at 
any time. 
They do no t act o verly 
anxio us to secure funds and at times 
refuse mo ney which is tendered to 
them 
One instance o f this kind in 
H untingto n co unty when 
a farm er 
wanted to invest #600. 
This the co m ­ 
pany refused, say ing that 
they did 
no t want it.* The farmer, no t w anting 
to be left o ut o f a go o d thing o ffered 
#2000, which was pro m ptly taken. 
It is surprising that at this day . any 
mau w ith mean« wo uld l» t his mo ney 
go into such au unceiriin pro po sitio n 
When the mo ney i* l anded o ver the 
giver do es no t r« eeiv© the scratch o f a 
pen to sho w fo r it, and co uld no t re ­ 
co ver it by law. 
Ti c law in this State and in many 
o thers fo rbids the o peratio n o f such 
co mpanies as this and a heavy fine is 
impo sed fo r any o ne fo und guilty o f so 
do ing. 
The rem ittance made by the 
co mpany are thro ugh the mails which 
is also a vio latio n o f the law. 
It is 
very likely that with the sentim ent 
which is gro w ing against this practice 
that so me actio n will be t*ken to sto p 
it in the near future.
